o o boy, used to drive into the town of
Carmichaels with his chums to fight the
city boys Nothing pugnaclous about him,
then or now, but just Wy game fighter,

Out tn lowa he won a reputation as one of
the best lawyers anywhere around and as a
dungerous entrant into the politics of a cor-
poration-controlled State. Cummins was
electod to the Jlowa State Legislature, Aftar-
wird he served seven Yyears as Governor.
During that time JTowsw adopted a complete
anti-trust program. Cummins secured the
passage of such Aoty us a 2-cent fare law,
an anti-pass law, a primary-election law,
a provision lmiting the hours of work fpr
rallroad employes, & luw to prevent corpora-
tlons from contributing to campalgn funds
a campalgn-publicity law, a pure-food law
and a pure-seed law, He vetoed a whole lot
of bills emanating from the rallroads. Cum-
mins had begun his fighting career as a pro-
gresaive in politics Today he calls himself
& progreasive Republican.

Cumming was & rtallway attorney when
he Legan his attempt to rid Iowa of rallway
domination. His Arst campalgn for Goy-

After his prepara-
tion In the factory ha went Into court and
won tha socond battle agninst the trust.
Hard work and thorough work have been a
fetiah with Cumming from his youth, but he
nlso haa n mind that goes to the bhottom of
a Isgnl tangle with remarkable qulcknesn
and eaxe. It has happened on more than ona
aceasion that other lawyern have brought
Him the documents in xome exceptionally
diffieult and puzzillng case they had been
working on, and that Cummins, with & rapid
glanco through the papers, spotted at once
tha way out of the confusion.

In 1008 Cumming was elected United States
Benator, to filll out the unexpired term of
Alllson, who had beaten him for the nom-
inatlon slx years before. Cummins was re-

eleoted at another primary in the same year

and was re-clected last year., In the Benate
he immedintoly rose to prominence. His at-
titudea townrd the tariff gave him special
distinetlon, and he was gonerally credited
with fathering the “lown (dea” though the
originator was really George Roberts. The
“Town tdea' 18 this: The tarlff should equnl
the difference hetween she cost of production
nt home and abroad, plus a reasonable mar-
gin for the protection of those employed In
Amariean Industries. Cumming had preached
that dootrino In Town as Governor and cans
didate for Senntor, "No shelter to monopoly"
